makes  him  his  heir — We  next  find  him  at  Antioch,  where  Simonides,  his  late  father  s 
manager,  resides — ^Ben  Hur  tells  his  story,  which  is  apparently,  but  not  actually  doubted 
— He  wanders  to  the  Grove  of  Daphne,  and  there  sees  his  ancient  enem)-,  Messala  — 
Messala  is  a  great  charioteer,  a  wealth  Roman— Jlen  Hur  determines  to  humiliate 
him,  by  beating  him  in  the  coming  chariot  race  —He  gains  the  friendship  of  the  Arab 
Ilderim,  whose  steeds  he  drives  in  race — B3'  this  time,  Simonides  has  acknowledged 
him  as  his  master,  and  supports  him  with  his  wealth  and  influence^ — In  the  race,  afK'r 
man}'  exciting  scenes,  Ben  Hur  is  victorious — His  enemy  maimed  and  ruined — Ben 
Hur's  death  is  plotted,  but  he  escapes~He  next  goes  to  Jerusalem  to  seek  his  mother 
:ind  sister— There  are  no  tidings — They  had  been  shut  up  in  a  lepeij  cell,  and  were 
discovered  and  rele.ased  on  the  day  of  Ben  Hur’s  return — As  lepers  iley  must  flee  to 
the  caves — They  see  Ben  Hur  asleep  on  his  own  doorsteps — "rhey  hasten  away  be¬ 
cause  of  their  leprosy— Ben  Hur  seeks  them  in  vain— At  length  they  hear  of  Christ— 
He  passes  by — They  are  he.aled  and  restored  to  Ben  Hur,  etc.  The  Baptism  of  Christ 
— His  Miracles — His  Betrayal  .and  De.ath  are  graphically  described,  together  with 
Ben  Hur’s  connection  with  the  incidents.  'fhe  dramatic  force  of  the  story  cannot  be

U  has  been  translaterl  inti;  m(;re  languages 
than  any  other  Book  save  the  Bible,  and  like  the  Ihhle  the  old  story  is  ever 
new  -  ( )ur  Chiklren  will  lake  it  up,  and  are  as  intensely  fascinated  with  the 
story  to-day  as  we  were  in  [)ast  limes.  Its  fund  of  (los[)el  Truth  expands  and 
deepens  as  you  meditate  upon  its  beauties —  I  he  most  casual  reader  cannot 
tail  to  see  the  1  )reamer’s  meaning,  whilst  there  are  dejtths  to  he  explored,  and 
new  beauties  to  he  brought  to  light  by  the  most  profound  thinkers. 

No  hook  that  has  ever  been  published  as  a  mere  human  [iroduction  can 
lie  compared  with  the  one  we  are  here  illustrating — No  subject  lends  itself 
1  letter  to  illustration  -  but  it  must  be  evident  to  all  that  the  Artist  must  be  m 
sym|iathy  with  the  Author  and  must  try  to  catch  the  Author’s  spirit  and  aim 
or  he  will  fail  to 'rightly  inler[iret  the  Author’s  meaning.  Most  previous

Screen  the  grotesijue  costumes  and  unreal  so  called  “Life  Models”  have 
reminded  people  of  the  mountebank,  rather  than  the  Christian  seeking  after 
and  hastening  to  the  Celestial  City — We  venture  to  say,  (as  indeed  every  one 
who  has  seen  these  pictures  has  said)  that  no  set  has  ever  been  drawn  which 
so  fully  deiiicts  the  various  scenes  in  the  Pilgrim’s  career  or  so  faithtully  and 
graphically  inter[)rets  the  .\uthors’  meaning  as  our  Artist  has  produced  in  these 
bo  Pictuies— It  will  be  seen  that  there  is  a  Life’s  History  graduated  m  the 
pictures  Christian  starts  in  early  life  and  it  takes  some  years  to  complete  the 
course,  and  though  his  children  were  well  grown  up  ere  his  wife  started  on
